Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 6.—Before a 


favorable 20 mile wind from the 
south and southeast, eight racing bal- 
loons sailed away from here yester- 
day afternoon in the contest for the 
James Gordon Bennett trophy and 
the Lahrn cup. 


Six of the air craft, three repre- 


senting the United States, two Ger- 
many and one France, are entered in 
the Bennett race an annual interna- 
tional event. 
The three American 


balloons in this contest and two othei 
American 
balloons 
are 
after the 


Lahm cup. 
A ninth balloon, which 


acted as pilot in the international 
race is attempting to "break the alti- 
tude record. 


Every balloon got away to a good 


start. 
The pilot balloon, Pennsyl- 


vania I, and the America II had trou- 
ble getting clear of the ground but 
by dumping a little sand both were 
soon able to gain a good flying alti- 
tude. 


The Berlin II did not rise well un- 


til after it had cleared the aviatioi 
field, and its drag rope raked two 
or three spectators off their seats 
but none were severely injured, anc 
the bag was not long in rising to an 
estimated height of 500 feet. 


With the exception of the last two 


bags to sail, the Kansas City II and 
the Topeka II, all of the balloons flew 
almost due north. 
The Kansas Citj 


and Topeka entrants were caught up 
by a wind from the southeast and 
carried northwest. 
It was almost 


dark when the last two balloons sail- 
ed. 


All of the aeronauts 
were

pleased with the starting conditions 
They predicted long flights and OIK 
or two were willing to venture thaf 
the record of 1171.9 miles establish- 
ed by the America II last year would 
be broken.

Washington, Oct. 6.—[Specuil 1—The 


ifoundation was laid during tlie session 
of congress recently closed for some- 
thing tangible in the Tray of good 
roads. Associations for the improve- 
ment of roads have been organized in 
all parts of the country, and states 
are making efforts to do something for 
their highways. 


It has come to be very well under- 


stood that unless the general govern- 
ment takes bold of the matter there 
can be no real success in the move- 
ment. 
More than that, the people 


have learned in late years to depend 
upon the general government for re- 
forms and betterments, and for nearly 
every ill that afflicts them they ask a 
government balm. 
Consequently the 


road movement has become a live 
issue in national affairs. 


Rural Routes the Wedge. 


The number of men in congress who 


have expressed an interest in the sub- 
ject shows how deep seated is the 
movement to get government aid and 
money for the construction of roads. 
If the expressions of opinion of mem- 
bers of congress is any criterion it 
•will be hard for those who oppose the 
use of government funds for building 
roads to withstand the movement. 


It Is the Intention of the men who 


are seeking government money for 
roads to make the improvement of ru- 
ral free delivery routes the entering 
•wedge. The constitution says that con- 
gress may establish postoffices and post j 
roads. 
Then why not improve such 


roads? ask the advocates of the good J 
roads movement. The speeches, the! 
petitions and the earnest arguments all \ 
look toward final success in a 
fe-s% 


years. 


National Committees to Meet. 


Soon after congress assembles there 


will be two other very important polit- 
ical meetings in Washington. Both of 
the national committees will meet to 
fix times and places for the national 
conventions of 1912. 
More political 


significance will be given these meet- 
ings than they are really entitled to 
for the reason that they will do very 
little in the way of shaping the action 
of the nominating conventions. 


The fact that the committees will 


later pass upon the temporary roll of 
the convention makes them a little im 
portant when there are many contests. 
but otherwise the old national commit- 
tees do not have much to say about 
the naming'of candidates or making of i 
platforms. The meeting of the Repub- ' 
Mean national committee will be impor- 
tant in determining whether Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock is still chairman 
or whether he has designated some oth- 
er man to act in his place. 


The Economy Commission. 


Congress will try to economize in 


making appropriations during the com- 
ing session, and it is expected that they 
will have the benefit of President Taf t's 
economy commission, which has been 
at work for nearly two years seeking 
how to save in the management of the 
government business. 


It Is expected that this commission 


will report that the saving to be made 
consists In discharging a few hundred '' 
clerks and in relaxing in some wajs 
the methods of auditing and checking 
of government accounts. The corumis 
sion cannot recommend a saving of anj 
very large amount, and it is doubtful 
whether the proposed changes will ap- 
peal to congress when it means the dis- 
charge of employees. 
, 
Lop Off Big Expenditures. 


It has been demonstrated again and' 


again that the only way to make a 
real saving in expenditures is to lop 
off the big things. Cutting down the 
army and navy, cutting down river 
nnd harbor appropriations, reducing 
the pension appropriations, cutting oil' 
high salaries, and in fact making a 
real attempt toward economy is the 
only -way to make an impression. 


The saving of a million dollars out 


of a thousand millions by cutting off 
a clerk here and there nnd by chang- 
ing the methods of doing buslnoss will 
not be very effective. 
The real test 


vclll come when congress comos to 
make appropriations for the big things 
which mount luto a hundred million 
dollars quickly. 


Pure Food Legislation. 


It Is already 
apparent that tho 


friends and foes of pure food legisla- 
tion are lining up for a big fight in 
the coming congress. 
Everybody sup- 


posed to have iniluence is being cir- 
cularized by both sides, one in tho in- 
terest of strengthening tho hands of 
Dr. Wiley and tho other in favor of 
more liberal construction of the pure 
food law. 
A supremo court decision 


has made it necessary to amend tho 
pure food law in relation to patent 
medicines and drugs. It is expected 
that this amendment will mean quite 
a lengthy pure food fi;;hj«-

FAMOUS OLD 


SCOUT IN TRIP 
AROUND WORLD 


Captain N. B. Hicks, of Fort Sill, 


Ola., an Indian chief who is on a 
tour of the world, having started 
May 22, 1910, is in the cit* and ex- 
pects to complete his trip in 1913. 
He claims to have been a captain of a 
company of Rough. Riflers under Col. 
Roosevelt in the Spanish American 
war and to also ha%e participated in 
the Indian wars. 


Captain Hicks has been dangerous- 


ly near death several times, once 
when captured by the famous old In- 
dian Chief. Geronimo, while in the 
scout service of the I'nited States 
army; he "was being toitured at the 
stake and _his moccasins had been 
burned from his feet, when the "Uni- 
ted States troops, led by an Indian 
maid, arrived. 
Captain Hicks later 


married the little redskin girl, who | 
probably saved his life. 
Geronimo I 


was taken prisoner and held at Fort 
Sill. 


Capt. Hicks claims to be a corres- 


pondent for several newspapers and | 
says he is also the editor of a week- 
ly newspaper called the Indian Home 
and Farm, published at Mnskogee, 
Okla 
The Indian Home and Farm is 


the first paper ever to be published 
by the Indians, even the type being 
set by Indian -workmen. 
Its object 


is to "interest the 300,000 Indians in 
the United States in the advance ot" 
civilization. 
The paper is printed in 


English, Cherokee, Choctaw, Chick- 
asa.w. Creek and Semmole.
